CASTLEBAR ADMINISTRATION 
SUIT. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
Mr. Leonard, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Connolly (instructed by Mr. A. V. J. Thorn- 
ton), applied for the payment of certain 
sums of money incurred as costs in an action 
brought by the Venerable Archdeacon John 
Fallon, P.P., St. Mary's, Castlebar, as 
administrator of the estate of the late Thomas 
Bianley, who had assets of £2,075, with 
interest, being a sum of money on deposit 
in the Castlebar branch of the National Bank, 
bu oy Ordinary Shares in the National 

ank. 

The defendants in that action were the 
National Bank and Agnes Augusta Harrison, 
582 Throop avenue, Brooklyn, New York, a 
niece and one of the next-of-kin of the 
deceased man. 

The action was brought by the plaintiff to 
have the aforementioned property declared as 
Ea of the assets oí the deceased man, and to 

ave the trusts oí the will carried into 
execution under the direction of the Court. 

For the plaintiff, Mr. Leonard stated that 
prior to the death of the old man, Thomas 
Branley, a dutiful niece from America came 
to see him. When she left the deposit receipt 
and the share certificate were missing., Pro- 
ceedings were taken to establish the will, 
and the young lady contested it. She 
admitted that she had in her possession the 
script and the deposit receipt. Under that 
will she was a beneficiary to the extent of 
£700, and she would have received about 
£100 out of the residuary estate. His lord- 
ship had made an order declaring that the 
deposit receipt was part of the assets of the 
deceased man’s estate. The shares, which 
were specifically bequeathed to two other 
nieces, were ordered to be sold. Two brothers 
and this lady took out adiministration in the 
United States, and the only property there 
was the deposit receipt, which was not even 
a document of title. When administration 
was got the lady took an action in the United

THE USE OF AN ELEVATOR. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
action of Mr. Joseph Murphy, merchant, 
Ballina, seeking an injunction to restrain the 
River Moy Harbour ommissioners from, as 
alleged, giving undue preference to their chair- 
man, Mr. James Murphy, the plaintiff's 
brother, in the use of a grain elevator at 
Ballina. The defendants denied the plaintiff's 
allegation. 
The Attorney-General, Mr. Leonard, K.C., 
and Mr. Micks (instructed by Messrs. 
Ruttledge and Corr) appeared for the plaintiff, 
and Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., Mr. Lavery, 
K.C., and Mr, P. Burke (instructed by 
Messrs. Bourke, Carrig and Loftus) for the 
defendants. 
Mr. Justice Meredith said that this action 
was concerned with a dispute about the use 
of an elevator and loft, which, under modern 
conditions, constituted an essential con- 
venience for the unshipping of goods, if the 
importation of grain into the port and harbour 
of Ballina was to. be a commercial proposi- 
tion. The defendants had given notice for 
tenders for a lease of four-fifths of 
the loft, and the plaintiff claimed that 
if the head e firm of Murphy 
Bros., of Ballina, obtained this lease the re- 
maining free one-fifth of the loft would not 
be sufficient for the use of the elevator by the 
other importers. The plaintiff claimed that 
the proposed lease would accord a virtual 
monopoly in whoever obtained the lease. 
Mr. Justice Meredith held that the 
plaintiff’s claim in respect of this lease was a 
Claim to enforce a public right, and that, 
accordingly, the Attorney-General was a 
necessary party. The plaintiff’s claim in 
respect of the lease must, therefore, be dis- 
missed. 
Continuing, he said that the plaintiff also 
claimed damages for delays that had been 
occasioned to him in respect of the discharge 
and removal of his cargo from his steamship, 
the Lancashire. He held that the plaintiff 
had failed to show any action that could be 
regarded as a tert, and that, maggie si, the 
plaintiff's claim for damages must be dis- 
missed. ‘* But,” said Mr, Justice Meredith, 
““ this is not to be taken to mean that I hold 
that the plaintiff has nó grievance. I have 
no doubt whatever on the evidence as to the 
way the business of the harbour was managed, 
If the s.s. Lancashire had been berthed first, 
and was first unshipped, the defendants would 
have taken adequate steps to ensure the 
northern section of the loft being left free for 
Murphy Bros. as soon as they required same, 
The real root of the trouble, he stated, was the 
absence of any by-laws under Section 83 of 
the Act of 1847, The question, accordingly, 
was whether the Commissioners were bound 
to make such by-laws as they thought fit for 
regulating these important matters, or 
whether they could regulate them by ad hoe 
resolutions or instructions. Could the Com- 
missioners by ad Aoc instructions from time 
to time apply one rule for Murphy Bros. and 
another for the plaintiff and Messrs. 
Pollexfen? He found it difficult to. conceive 
that that could be so. He considered that the 
making of proper by-laws was essential in the 
public interest, if the Commissioners were to 
carry out their business in a regular manner,

Add the sugar, bring to the boil, 
and stir all the time. Boil the jam briskly 
for fifteen minutes. Remove any scum, and 
test for jellying by dropping a little jam on 
a cold saucer. 

If, when cool, the jam sets so as to “stay 
put ” when the saucer is held vertically it is 
sufficiently cooked, and should be allowed to 
cool before potting. 

A scrumptious raspberry jam is made with 
4lb. raspberries, 4ib. sugar, and lilb. red 
currants. The method is the same as in the 
previous recipe, except that the red currants 
only require one tablespoonful of water, and 
only the juice of the red currants is added te 
the raspberries. 


With Roses. 


Anyone with a garden full of damask roses 
should try this unusual recipe for raspberry 
jam. Pick red damask roses in full. bloom 
and dry the petals in a shady room, spreading 
them in one thin layer on sheets of paper, 
Take lb. of the dried petals and 3lb. rasp- 
berries. Boil for ten minutes, then add lb. 
sugar for every pound of the mixture, and 
boil till the jam sets when tested. 

If you glance through jam recipes you 
will find that the majority of fruits do not 
need the addition of water, or only & 
very small quantity; but black currants, 
oranges, lemons and other tough-skinned 
fruits require,long cooking to soften them, 
| Therefore, a ound deal of water must be 
added to allow for the extra cooking. For 
example, here is a recipe for amber jelly—a 
delicious breakfast marmalade that can bé 
made al] the year round—in which water is 
an important item. Take one grape fruit, one 
orange and one lemon. Unt up the fruit 
coarsely, removing cores and pips, then put 
it through the mincer. To the minced fruit 
add a pint of water for every pound. Leave 
till next day, then boil for 15 minutes. Leave 
another day, then add a pound of sugar for 
wey pound of the mixture, and boil till & 
jells. 
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Setting Quality. 


You notice that in all the recipes the fruit 
is boiled soft before the addition of suzar, 
because sugar changes with prolonged boiling, 
and so destroys the setting quality and flavour 
of the jam. As a general rule, the fruit, or 
fruit and acid, takes from 20 to 30 minutes’ 
boiling before the sugar is added. Unless 
your recipe says otherwise, jam should be 
potted as soon as it is cooked. Cover it with 
a circle of waxed paper (the waxed side to 
the jam), and tie it down with moistened 
parchment paper. 

To avoid the risk of perforating the parch- 
ment with your nib, write the name and date 
of the jam on a gummed label, and then

HROUGHOUT the dav-lit hours of 

I yesterday a flight oí Irish Free State 

military aercplanes swooned and droned 
over the hills and valleys of four counties 
seeking glimpses of a lost squadren. The 
machines were those of a force stationed at 
Fermoy Aerodrome, and undergoing a month’s 
practical training. under the personal super- 
vision of Major Liston, (fiicer Commancing 
the Irish Free State Air Force. Their mimic 
prey was a squadron of armoured cars, twenty- 
one in number, which, under commard cf 
Commandant J. Lawless, left Kilworth Camp. 
some half a dozen miles to the north-west 
of Fermoy, early yesterday morning, and cis- 
appeared. 

The idea underlying the maneuvres was 
that a hypothetical encmy force had landed 
overnight on the Southern coast-line of the 
Free State, somewhere in the vicinity of 
Waterford. To these imaginary foes, the 
flight of swift Vesper fighting machines, com- 
manded by Captain Heron, one of the leading 
pilots of the Force, were attached in the 
capacity of scouts. i 

During the hours before noon banks of 
heavy cloud hung low over the earth and visi- 
bility was restricted. Desnite these unfavonr- 
able conditions, however, the watching ’planes 
flew low over the lanes and by-roads of East 
Cork and Tipperary, observing, photograph- 
ing and recording the progress of the armoured 
car force, moving to repulse the invaders. A

As might be expected, 
Great Britain, with her huge market, is 
proving the focal point of the discussions. 
South Africa can enter into trade arrange- 
Canada with comparative 
ease; Australia, New Zealand and 
Southern. Rhodesia, doubtless, will find a 
without difficulty. 
Britain’s trouble, however. is that she 
cannot dare to commit herself without the 
most meticulous study of her prospects. 
Whatever happens, she, alone of all the 
meinbers of the British Commonwealth, 
cannot leave herself short of supplies of 
food from abroad; and it so chances that 
the principal export of virtually ail the 
Dominions consists of food or foodstuffs. 
While Britain seeks to obtain a foot- 
hold for her in the 
Dominions’ markets, the Domimons scek 
to ensure that they will receive heavy pre- 
ferences for their foodstuffs in Britain. 
It is one thing to state these programmes 
on paper: it is quite another thing to put 
them into practice. The Dominions are not

anxious to sacrifice their own incipient 
industries to the policy of inter-imperia! 
trade; Britain, on her purt, is reluctant 
to abandon foreign sellers without 
guarantees thut the change will be worth 
her while. Amid these claims and 
counter-claims the delegates must steer a 
profitable course. 

Meat and wheat are the commodities 
which give the greatest trouble. These, 
as our readers know, were the two com- 
modities which were excepted deliberately 
from the British Government's list of 
dutiable articles, published at the 
beginning of this year. Britain still is 
faintly disinclined to impose tariffs on 
meat and wheat from other than Empire 
sources ; either she distrusts the ability of 
the Dominions to supply them, or she is 
dubious about the quality of their goods. 
On the other hand, as some of the 
Dominions have made clear, these are the 
only commodities on which they desire to 
receive a British preference. The discus- 
sions on this subject are still in process. 
In the matter of meat, apparently, the 
Dominions are not anxious so much that 
Britain shall impose a tariff on fdreign 
supplies as that she shall establish a 
quota system for Empire 
Britain, in return, designs to. overcome 
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years they should be virtually prohibitive. 


A'scheme of thiskind would afford the Free 


State all the opportunity that she wished 
to develop her infant industries—or such 
of them as are capable of development— 


and it would assure her an unshakeable 


grip on her share of the British market 
for live-stock and foodstuffs. The pity of 
it is that, thanks to Mr. de Valera’s 
obstinacy in the matter of the land annui- 
ties, the Free State must view this possi- 
bility only as a receding dream. Not all 
the trade arrangements which she can 
make with the remote Dominions will 
compensate for the loss of the English 
market. Her once flourishing cattle trade 
is at the point of annihilation. The num- 
ber of cows on sale at the Dublin Cattle 
Market yesterday was less than half the 
uumber for the corresponding week last 
year, and both buying and prices were 
pitiful. Yet this condition could have 
been avoided so easily. A sound agree- 
ment with England, whether at Ottawa or 
anywhere else, would have put the Free 
State in a happier position than any other 
part of the British Empire. 


Germany’s Choice. 


When the forecasting of election results 
is required, the attitude in most countries 
is that of extreme caution. In Germany, 
however, prognostications concerning next 
Sunday’s poll have been reduced by the 
cognoscenti to mere mathematics. Observers 
are reminded that, in the second ballot of 
the Presidential election of April 10th, the 
Nazis received thirteen and a half million 
votes, of which two millions had been cast 
in the first ballot for the Nationalist 
candidate. This result is accepted by local 
experts as a pointer to Sunday’s voting. 
There are five hundred and eighty seats 
in the Reichstag, and the Nazis, if they 
are to secure an absolute majority, must 
obtain eighteen million votes, which, cn 
the basis of one deputy for every sixty 
thousand pollers, represent three hundred 
seats.

Ireland’s Beauty Spots. 


Beauty spots are transient things. The 
essentials of scenic beauty cannot be 
killed, but they can be maimed with ex- 
treme and lamentable ease. Ireland is 
fortunate not only in the number of her 
lovely places, but in their comparative 
immunity from the intentional and un- 
intentional déstroyer, Yet we must not 
delude ourselves that this immunity can 
endure ; for this is an age of destruction, 
of standardising, and of rapidly increasing 
urbanisation. Unless the process, which 
has begun in Ireland, is controlled, there 
is every danger that the Irish beauty spots 
will have lost three-quarters of their charm 
within a very few years. The danger 
comes not so much from people who have 
no feeling for fine scenery, as from the 
people who have such a feeling. These 
are the people who, finding a lovely 
spot untenanted, proceed to popularise 
it without any real regard for what they 
are doing. The Free State Govern- 
ment's Planning Bills, when they appear, 
will help to combat this danger; if 
administered by men of taste and feeling, 
they will save Ireland altogether. Yet 
there are certain spots which must remain 
as aloof from the hand of the planner as 
from that of the vandal—some parts, for 
instance, of the west coast, where sea and 
mountain meet. Surely these places could 
be taken in trust by the State or by some 
delegated authority, and kept as national 
preserves. English people have taken 
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century, and have unearthed a number of 
objects in an almost perfect condition of 
preservation. One of the most important 
is a bronze lamp of Celtic design, while 
canoes and paddles establish a direct link 
with the lake dwellers of the earliest 
times. Strangely enough, the excavators 
have found not only aneient relics, but 
also such comparatively modern things as 
Elizabethan pipes and Jacobite coins. 
Although the work is being done by the 
Harvard men, all the discoveries will go 
to the National Museum in Dublin. Work 
of this kind is of the greatest national 
value, and we are glad that the 
archwologists are “carrying on” in the 
midst of our political excursions and 
alarums. From the archeologist’s point 
of view Ireland is one of the most interest- 
ing countries in the worl’, It is a treasure 
house of antiquities, and there is a vast 
field of excavation that hitherto has re- 
mained untouched.

To provide a satisfactory test a ploughed 
gallop is introduced in the Veterinary Enclo- 
sure, together with dark rooms for eyesight 
tests, also concrete and cinder tracks to 
enabla the veterinary surgeons to have the 
horses tried under various conditions which 
would display any serious defects. 

This part of the Show premises is reserved 
exclusively for the purpose, and is not cpen 
to the public. When the work is in full 
operation the scene is an extremely busy 
one.

ENGLISH STATESMEN’S POLICY 


x———— 


President de Valera, who was en- 
thusiastically received, said that it had 
been the policy of successive generations 

' English statesmen to reduce this 
country to be, on the. one hand, a cattle 
ranch, in order to supply the British 
table with cheap food, and, on the other 
hand, a dumping ground for British 
manufactured goods. It did not require 

much thought to see what such a 
policy was bound to lead to as far as this 
country was concerned. Looking forward 

the operation of such a policy, one 
uuld have predicted what it would result 

Looking back upon its operation, they 
had no doubt whatever as to its effect. 

It was obvious that such a policy meant

ent, to lead the country into a policy 
of self-sufficiency as far as was possible,”’ 

The President added that they told the 
people that they proposed to remedy their 
position of dependence on the British 
market for agricultural produce by, as a 
first step, reserving the home market, in 
so far as it consisted of agricultural 
produce, for the Irish farmer, They had 
pointed out that the millions of pounds’ 
worth of agricultural produce imported 
into the country could be produced at 
home, and that, if the home market could 


_not absorb all their agricultural products, 


arrangements would be made whereby the 
Government would try and get alternative 
markets. 

The home market at the moment showed 
that it stili remaimed to be captured by 
he Irish farmer. 
done its part, and it remained for the 
‘farmers to take advantage of the protec- 
tion they had got and produce the food. 
bv doing so the farmer would be helping 
to take himself out of the position of utter 
dependence on the foreign market. 

The President said that the Free State 
was impo#ting annually three million 
pounds’ worth of foodstuffs of animal 
origin; their farmers could supply all. 
They were impor almost_eight million 
pounds’ wort of cereals and feeding- 
-tuffs, and, although they could not produce 
|, they could start by producing one and 

half million pounds’ worth of flour which 
ney at present imported, and produve as 
irge a proportion as possible of the one 
nd a half million worth of wheat they 
mported. If they were to make all their 

vn flour they would probably require 
£3 million worth of wheat, £25 million 

orth of maize and maize products, and 
they should try gradaally to substitute 
this by home-grown cereals—barley and 

ts. Extended flour-milling would yive 
offals to replace the corn offals imported 
nto this country annually. He declared 
that this programme was not impossible 
within a reasonable period. Soon all the 
flour consumed in the country could be 
inade at home. In the next season they 
could plan te prodaee at least half a 
million worth of wheat at home ; wipe out 
the imports of £300,000 worth of corn 
offals; produce £200,000 worth of oaten 
products and substitute froin half to one 
million worth of cereals and imported 
maiZe, 

Obviously the first step towards self 
sufhciency was to roduce these , goods. 
Under present conditions a market of 
£8,000,000 in this country was not to be 
despised. Its value was that it gave an 
alternative market to the farmer, the best 
narket, a home market that could not be 
taken from him by any outside action. 
(Cheers.) The Government had done its 
part by legal action amd locked to the 
farmer to take advantage of it. 


MARKETS ABROAD. 
As regards alternative markets abroad, 


‘he Government was doing everything in 
its power to try to find and ae sotebiieh 
them. He would like to. point 
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Money spent on necessities was far more 
beneficial to the community than money 
spent on luxuries or amusements. They 
should meet their financial obligations 
promptly, as any delay was bound 
to embarass those who gave credit. 
Make cash payments wherever possible. 
They should meet their obligations, not 
merely to their fellow-citizens, but also 
to the local authorities, and pay their 
rates. The health and general well-being 
of the community depended upon it. - The 
Government in a time of crisis needed its 
revenue, without which it could not take 
the steps that might be necessary for the 
defence of the community. 

He wished to issue a word of warning 
to the farmers. There had been a campaign, 
the object of which was to try and in- 
directly persuade them not to pay their 
land annuities. Failure to pay the land 
annuities would bring in its trail a whole 
host of evils that would fall most heavily 
on the farmer. There were debts due by 
the individual farmer to the State. With 
these moneys the State could give relief 
to farmers and help, if necessary, to tide 
over the present situation. 


BUY IRISH GOODS. 


At the present time Saorstat Certificates 
would enable a person to earn 24s. in ten 
years—that is, sixteen shillings would 
become 24s. in ten years, whereas with 
British Certificates it would take eleven 
years for sixteen shillings to become 23s. 
Above all, they could help by buying the 
products of Irish industry. ‘‘ When you 
go imto a shop to buy any article,” con- 
tinued the President, “ I would appeal to 
the women in particular to ask for Irish 
manufacture. It was surprising how itiany 
Irish articles could: be found if. looked for. 
It should be everybody’s business to know 
what articles of home manufacture could 
be obtained.’’ 

The Government had given the Irish 
manufacturer his chance and wanted him 
to take advantage of it. The individual 
citizen should make it possible for him to 
expand his business by giving a preference 
to articles of Irish manufacture. These 
were what the President termed the simple 
virtues, whith he urged the people to 
practice. It was not necessary to do any- 
thing spectacular. 


STANDING TOGETHER. 
He hoped that the present crisis would 


| bring about a consciousness of the fact 


that each depended on the other. 

““ We are all brothers in this,” declared 
the President; “ that no one of us can 
suffer for any length of time without that 
suffering reflecting on the rest of us. 

“ It is our duty to stand by one another. 
We must also keep lown imports. If our 
exports are diminishing, then it is our 
duty to restrict. our imports as far as 
possible. We can do that, as I have indi- 
cated, by buying Irish gcods in the first 
instance and as far as possible.”’ 

Continuing, the President said that the 
line of action taken at the present time 
was less cne of retaliation upon England 
than one of construction. It would make 
the people stronger in the future, so that 
they should never fear 4 crisis such as the 
present again, If they approached the 
crisis in that spirit, then the hardships 
they “might have to endure would prove 
ultimately for the benefit of the country. 


OUTSIDE COUNTRIES. 
The Government was going to give out- 
side countries an opportunity of sending 
their goods to the Saorstat on terms not 
less favourable than given in the past to 
England, ‘Lhese preterences for British 
roods could no longer be continued. The 
saorstat had to put herself in a strong 
position regarding trade vith foreign 
countries. | 
The cutting off of those preferences on 
British goods, in the case of articles for 
which there was an alternative source of 
supply, ought not, continued Mr. de 
Valera, to result in any increase in cost 
to the community. The Government, in a 
time like this, ought to be vested with 
powers beyond the powers with which a 
“iovernment normally was vested. The 
Government had asked to be vested with 
such powers, and had been vested. with 
them, but the fact that they had those 
powers did not mean that they were going 
‘to exercise thera except when necessary.

FOR MANUFACTURES.

OTTAWA, Thursday. 


O-DAY Mr. Baldwin handed to the 
President of the Imperial Economic 
Conference a statement on trade between 
the United Kingdom and the Dominions. 
From this it appeared that the pro- 
portion of imports from the Dominions 
still enjoying free entry in some cases ex- 
ceeded ninety per cent. On the other 
hand, since the change of fiscal policy 
only thirty per cent. of foreign imports 
were admitted free. 
In regard to imports from the United 
Kingdom into four principal Dominions 
there was to-day virtually no free entry. 
Further tables showed, it was contended, 
that the visible trade balance in favour 
of the Dominions was nearly one hundred 
million pounds, while during the year 1930 
imports into the Dominions from foreign 
countries amounted to nearly 350 million 
pounds. 


VITAL FOREIGN TRADE, 


The United Kingdom delegation sought 
to urge on the Dominions that the rate of 
duty charged should be so graduated as 
to give to products of the United Kingdom 
a reasonable chance of competing on even 
terms, and duties against United Kingdom 
products should be fixed for protective 
purposes no higher than necessary to give 
a reasonably efficient industry in the 
Dominions a fair chance. 

The United Kingdom delegation 
desired to emphasise the fact that the 
United Kingdom was so highly in- 
dustrialised that it was vital to the 
physical existence of her people to 
nnd adequate markets for her pro- 
ducts, and, in fact, more than half 
her export trade was taken by foreign 
countries. 

Any suggestion that the United King- 
dom had been backward in developing or 
assisting Dominion trade, or that conces- 
sions on the side of the Dominions had 
not been fully reciprocated both in the 
letter and the spirit, would be wholly un- 
warranted by the fact that the representa- 
tives of the United Kingdom had entered 
the Conference with the intention of 
making their full contribution to a still 
further extension of Empire trade, and 
would examine all statements with an un- 
prejudiced mind. 

The statement is welcomed in Conference 
circles as a reasoned and. well-tempered 
exposition of the British case, for which 
the Conference had been waiting. It is 
designed to correct an impression which 
has been sedulously circulated, and which 
received a strong fillip following on Mr.. 
Bruce’s remarks at the opening ceremony, 
that, whereas the Dominions had done 
much for Great Britain in the way of pre- 
ferences, the United Kingdom had done 
comparatively little in return. 


MEAT TAX CRUX. 


Speculation is rife in the absence of any 
official announcement regarding the Meat 
Committee’s decision. The meats tax is 
regarded as the pivotal point of the Con- 
ference, and the United Kingdom’s reply 
to the Dominions, when it comes, will 
have the maximum effect on all other dis- 
cussions. It is understood that the Com- 
mittee attaches far greater rmportance to 
quantitative restriction than to heavy pro- 
tection. | 

Strenuous efforts are being made by 
Canadian. timber interests to secure from 
Britain restrictions on Russian lumber 
imports. Australia is making similar 
efforts as regards the dumping in Britain 
of Russian wheat. South Africa 1s 
stated to be not unsympathetic to the 
Anstralian demands, while it is declared 
that the Irish Free State openly endorses 
them. 

There is no concealment of the recogni- 
tion on the part of the Dominions that if 
Britain’ should decide to depart from her 
traditional fiscal policy besides meeting 
the Dominions as regards Russia, which 
some Canadian quarters. believe likely, 
then important concessions will have to 
be made on the part of the Dominions. 


INTERVIEW WITH MR. 
SEAN T, O’KELLY. 


MUTUAL TRADING HOPES. 


In an interview with Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly said 
that the relations of the Free £ ate delega- 
tion with all the other delegations were 
most cordial. The Free State had initiated 
talks with the other delegations regarding 
mutual trade, and they are continuing in 
the most friendly manner, said Mr. 
O’Kelly. Only last evenitig he had met 
a prominent Canadian representative, and 
found that Canada was anxious to develop 
her trade with the Free State, 

At the present time the Free State, he 
continued, took £2,000,000 worth of wheat, 
bacon, timber and other things from 
Canada, and he hoped that in return she 
would be able to send to Canada increas- 
ing quantities of her wooliens and manu- 
factured goods, such as linens and 
whiskey. 

The Free State had joined with the 
other Dominions in negotiations as regards 
butter, dairy produce and meat, and the 
joint propositions have all been put up to 
Great ritain. Later on they will 
probably assume the form of particular 
representations by each Dominion. 

“ What will happen then I can’t tell. 
That remains to bé seen.” 


A VIGOROUS DEBATE. 


The important Committee on Monetary 
and Financial Questions met this after- 
noon and heard statemnts by the heads of 
the delegations. The discussion that fol- 
lowed was of a vigorous character, but the 
official communiqué issued at the close of 
the meeting merely stated that it had 
centred round the decline in commodity 
price levels and the instability of ex- 
change rates. The discussion will be con- 
tinued to-morrow.

FIXED BAYONETS, TEAR- 
GAS AND TANKS.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 


XCITING scenes were witnessed to-day, 
when the military had to be called 

out to evict the remnant of the “' bonus- 

marchers’ ” army from the capital. 

This drastic so was only taken when 
the police had failed to dislodge the war 
veterans, despite opening fire upon them. 

One of two wounded ex-Service men has 
died, and a constable seriously injured by 
a brick is reported to be in a critical con- 
dition. 

All available police were ordered to con- 
centrate on Pennsylvania avenue, the 
principal thoroughfare of the capital, 
when a detachment of the bonus-marchers, 
who for some weeks have been encamped 
in their thousands on waste ground and in 
derelict buildings in the city, came inte 
contact with the police. 


UGLY CLASHES. 


Several scuffles developed as the police 
attempted to dislodge them from Govern- 
ment property on Pennsylvania avenue, 
and by noon the situation was very 
threatening. : 

A party of ex-soldiers started pelting 
the police with bricks, and after one of 
their number had been seriously injured 
the pbdlice opened fire, wounding two. 
There was a number of ugly clashes 
between the rioters and the police before 
the military were asked for. 

Squadrons of cavairy rushed from Fort 
Myer, on the farther side of the Potomac 
River, in the direction of the White 
House, the residence of the President. 
They arrived to find the bonus army in a 
very angry mood as a result of being fired 
on. The massed police were having a 
desperate struggle to restrain the rioters. 

Within a short time there were 200 
cavalrymen, a machine-gun section, five 
tanks and a battalion of infantry concen- 
trated near the White House. 


THE ATTACK. 


The Secretary for War, Mr. Hurley, 
issued the following message to the general 
commanding:—‘' The President has in- 
formed me that the Civil Government of 
the District of Columbia reported that it 
was unable to maintain law and order. 
You will instruct United States troops to 
proceed immediately to the scene and co- 
operate with the police. Surround the 
affected ‘area and clear it without delay. 
Use all humanity consistent with the due 
execution of this order.” 

With their swords drawn, cavalry 
trotted in squadron line down the broad 
Pennsylvania avenue, to the cheers of the 
spectators. 

Near the area occupied by the bonus 
soldiers the cavalry halted and extended 
across the avenue, facing a body of a 
hundred ex-soldiers. The tanks. followed 
behind them, then another squadron cf 
cavalry, and last, a machine-gun troop. 

The rioters greeted the troops with cat- 
calls, cheers and boos. 

The machine-gun section then set their 
weapons in position opposite the buildinys 
occupied by the bonus army, and some cf 
the roiters hastily picked up their bundles 
of belongings and departed. 

Others were defiatit, and a self-ap- 
pointed leader shouted, ‘‘ Get down. on 
your stomachs, boss.” 


ADVANCE UNPER GAS. 


After cavalry had cleared the pavements 
of Pennsylvania avenue of thousands of 
spectators a company of infantry with 
fixed bayonets and tin hats advanced at 
the double, and cleared a band of the 
bonus soldiers out of the occupied area, to 
the accompaniment of songs and cat-calls 
from the rioters.

fantry donned gas masks and hurled tear- 
gas bombs into the snarling, shouting 
mass, and drove them back. 

Soon a blue haze of tear-gas rose from 
the stronghold of the bonus army, amid 
the half-wrecked buildings they were oc 
cupying. 

Ex-soldiers, and even policemen, rushed 
away from the gas zone as the masked 
infantrymen advanced quickly. The fumes 
spread throughout the neighbourhood, 
and shops shut their doors and windows 
to keep out the gas. Many spectators and 
policemen retired from the scene with 
streaming eyes. 


SHACKS SET ON FIRE. 


In a scene reminiscent of the Great War 
the extended line of infantry, followed by 
tanks, moved through the buildings, ad- 
vancing inexorably towards tiie last 
corner of the bonus army’s. positions. 

Flames shot up from some temporary 
shacks: and quickly spread, but the fire 
brigade was immediately called out and 
the danger was checked. 

The first phase of the “ war " was over. 
The bonus soldiers had been cleared out vl 
the occupied area. 

The casualties so far are:—Veterans- - 
One shot dead, two shot and seriously 
wounded, three slightly gassed, and one 
gashed with a sabre. Federal forces—One 
policeman ceriously wounded by a brick. 
two policemen: slightly gassed, and one 
Army sergeant burned on the hand.

DOWNWARD trend continued in the 

shipping at the Port of Dublin 
yesterday, and anticipations are that 
to-day’s arrivals will be fewer. 

Coal imports are following the tendency 
of general cargoes, and within a few days 
may cease altogether from across Channel. 

Yesterday only three colliers entered 
the port with 1,400 tons, as against eight 
colliers on Wednesday with 2,400 tons. 
Only two colliers are, so far, advised for 
to-day. 

Five passenger and general cargo boats 
arrived, including one from Liverpool, 
with maize meal. 

Representatives of thirty-nine gas under- 
takings in the Free State were received at 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
yesterday by Mr. Ferguson.

INSURANCE AGAINST 
RIOT.

ACTIVITY IN FREE STATE, 


It appears that within the last few days 
a considerable amount of business has been 
done in the way of insuring property 
against the risk of loss through riot or civil 
commotion, says an Irish Times reporter. 
The rates demanded vary from 5s. to 10s. 
per cent., according to the kind of property 
concerned, 

A member of a prominent firm of insur- 
ance brokers stated yesterday that this 
class of risk is generally covered free of 
charge in English policies, but that it has 
not. been so included in Irish policies in 
recent years. Now, however, it is being 
covered on the payment of a small extra 
premium. He did not consider that the 
rates now charged were very high, and he 
pointed out that during the civil war period 
they were as much as £4 or £5 per cent. 

The Press Association learns authori- 
tatively that property in the Free State 
valued at over £1,000,000 has been insured 
against the risk of “ riot and civil com- 
motion ’’ during the coming winter. It 
includes all types of business premises and 
private houses, and since the business 
could not be transacted by ordinary insur- 
ance companies, it has been carried out by 
underwriters. 

In view of the rush of applications for 
policies, adds the Press Association, it has 
been found necessary to increase the 
rates, and in some cases the premiums 
have been doubled. The explanation 
given by clients to the underwriters for 
the sudden rush is the uneasiness that is 
felt throughout the Free State because of 
difficulties of tie economic situation and 
its possible consequences.

DECLINE OF SHIPPING 
AND TRADE. 


The trade of Waterford port (says our 
local correspondent) has received a further 
hlow in yesterday’s announcement by the 
Clyde Shipping Company of the cancella- 
tion of the sailings. The steamer Tuskar 
arrived to-day with a small inward cargo, 
principally of flour on licence and suger. 
Of the latter there were only eight tons. 
She will not sail according to her usual 
schedule on Saturday next for Liverpool. 
The return voyage from Liverpool to 
Waterford on the following Wednesday is 
also off. What will happen afterwards is 
uncertain. Meanwhile the Tuskar will 
remain tied up at Waterford, and it is 
understood that her crew will be paid off 
this morning. 

One boat from Glasgow to Waterford has 
also been cut off. This vessel used also to 
tike in Newhaven and Southampton. 
Already the Clyde Company have cancelled 
all sailings between Waterford and Bristol, 
and the steamship Skerries has been lying 
idle at Waterford for a fortnight, whilst 
her crew wander despondently about the 
streets or the now almost empty wharves. 

Unemployment has become acute, and 
the numbers on the Employment Exchange 
books are increasing daily. 

-$o far as the Clyde Company is con- 
cerned, there is only one sailing weekly 
between Waterford and Liverpool instead 
of two. The like applies in the case ol 
Waterford and Glasgow, whilst Bristol is 
completely cut off. From next week 
onwards it is expected that the Great 
Western Company will reduce their sail: 
ings between Waterford and Fishguard 
from three to two weekly. 

The only outward live-stock cargo 
carried by the steamship Great Western 
from Waterford to Fishguard yesterday 
was 29 pigs.

THE WHARF AND THE 
LAMP. 


On the north-west side of the palisade 
there were found remains of a wooden 
wharf, to which the boats would moor, 
and here it must be mentioned was dis- 
covered, too, the bronze lamp described 
above. 

There is food for thought in the fact 
that the lamp was found deep down in 
the peat and almost at the level of what 
was the lake bottom, where it apparently 
fell.

ABANDONED. 


The excavations show that the original 
house in which they lived was abandoned

The Government had 
done its part, and it remained for the 
farmers to take advantage of the protec- 
tion they had got and produce the food. 


Money Spent on necessities was far more 
beneficial to the community than money 
spent on luxuries or amusements. They 
should meet their financial obligations 
promptly, as any delay was bound 
to embarass those who gave credit. 
Make cash payments wherever possible. 
They should meet their obligations, not 
merely to their fellow-citizens, but also 
to the local authorities, and pay their 
rates. The health and general well-being 
of the community depended upon it. . The 
Government in a time of crisis needed its 
revenue, without which it could not take 
the steps that might be necessary for the 
defence of the community.

In the next season they 
could plan to prodace at least half a 
millien worth of wheat at home; wipe out 
the imports of £300,000 worth of corn 
ffals; produce £200,000 worth of oaten 
products and substitute from half to one 
million worth of cereals and imported 
maize, 

Obviously the first step towards self 
suficiency was to roduce these goods. 
Under present conditions a market of 
£8,000,000 in this country was not to be 
despised. Its value was that it gave an 
alternative market to the farmer, the best 
market, a home market that could not be 
taken from him by any outside action. 
(Cheers.) The Government had done its 
part by legal action and looked to the 
farmer to take advantage of it.

MUST HAVE MARKET 
FOR MANUFACTURES. 


From Revrer’s SPECIAL Coxresponpent. 
OTTAWA, Thursday. 


O-DAY Mr. Baldwin handed to the 

President of the Imperial Economic 
Conference a statement on trade between 
the United Kingdom and the Dominions. 

From this it appeared that the pro- 
portion of imports from the Dominions 
still enjoying free entry in some cases ex- 
ceeded ninety per cent. On ‘the other 
hand, since the change of fiscal policy 
only thirty per cent. of foreign imports 
were admitted free. 

In regard to imports from the United 
Kingdom into four principal Dominions 
there was to-day virtually no free entry. 
Further tables showed, it wads contended, 
that the visible trade balance in favour 
of the Dominions was nearly one hundred 
million pounds, while during the year 1930 
imports into the Dominions from foreign 
countries amounted to nearly 350 million 


| pounds. 


VITAL FOREIGN TRADE, 


The United Kingdom delegation sought 
to urge on the Dominions that the rate of 
duty charged should be so graduated as 
to give to products of the United Kingdom 
a reasonable chance of competing on even 
terms, and duties against United Kingdom 
products should be fixed for protective 
purposes no higher than necessary to give 
a reasonably efficient industry in the 
Dominions a fair chance. 

The United Kingdom delegation 
desired to emphasise the fact that the 
United Kingdom was so highly in- 
dustrialised that it was vital to the 
physical existence of her people to 
tind adequate markets for her pro- 
ducts, and, in fact, more than half 
her export trade was taken by foreign 
countries. 

Any suggestion that the United King- 
dom had been backward in developing or 
assisting Dominion trade, or that conces- 
sions on the side of the Dominions had 
not been fully reciprocated both in the 
letter and the spirit, would be wholly un- 
warranted by the fact that the representa- 
tives of the United Kingdom had entered 
the Conference with the intention of 
making their full contribution to a still 
further extension of Empire trade, and 
would examine all statements with an un- 
prejudiced mind. 

The statement is welcomed in Conference 
circles as a reasoned and well-tempered 
exposition of the British case, for which 
the Conference had been waiting. It is 
designed to correct an impression which 
has been sedulously circulated, and which 
received a strong fillip following on Mr. 
Bruce’s remarks at the opening ceremony, 
that, whereas the Dominions had done 
much for Great Britain in the way of pre- 
ferences, the United Kingdom had done 
comparatively little in return. 


MEAT TAX CRUX. 


Speculation is rife in the absence of any 
official announcement regarding the Meat 
Committee’s decision. The meats tax is 
regarded as the pivotal point of the Con- 
ference, and the United Kingdom’s reply 
to the Dominions, when it comes, will 
have the maximum effect on all other dis- 
cussions. It is understood that the Com- 
mittee attaches far greater importance to 
quantitative restriction than to heavy pro- 
tection. 

Strenuous efforts are being made by 
Canadian. timber interests to secure from 
Britain restrictions or Russian lumber 
imports. Australia is making similar 
efforts as regards the dumping in Britain 
of Russian wheat. Seuth Africa is 
stated to be not unsympathetic to the 
Anstralian demands, while it is declared 
that the Irish Free State openly endorses 
them. 

There is no concealment of the recogni- 
tion on the part of the Dominions that if 
Britain’ should decide to depart from her 
traditional fiscal policy besides meeting 
the Dominions as regards Russia, which 
some Canadian quarters believe likely, 
then important concessions will have to 
be made on the part of the Dominions. 


INTERVIEW WITH MR. 
SEAN T. O’KELLY. 


MUTUAL TRADING HOPES. 


In an interview with Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly said 
that the relations of the Free £ ‘ate delega- 
tion with all the other delegations were 
most cordial. The Free State had initiated 
talks with the other delegations regarding 
mutual trade, and they are continuing in 
the most friendly manner, said Mr. 
O'Kelly. Only last evenitig he had met 
a prominent Canadian representative, and 
found that Canada was anxious to develop 
her trade with the Free State. 

At the present time the Free State, he 
continued, took £2,000,000 worth of wheat, 
bacon, timber and other things from 
Canada, and he hoped that in return she 
would be able to send to Canada increas- 
ing quantities of her wooliens and manu- 
factured goods, such as linens and 
whiskey. 

The Free State had joined with the 
other Dominions in negotiations as regards 
butter, dairy produce and meat, and the 
joint propositions have al! been put up to 
Great ritain. Later on they will 
probably assume the form of particular 
representations by each Dominion. 

“ What will happen then I can’t tell. 
That remains to be seen.” - 


A VIGOROUS DEBATE. 


The important Committee on Monetary 
and Financial Questions met this after- 
noon and heard statements by the heads of 
the delegations. The discussion that fol. 
lowed was of a vigorous character, but the 
official communiqué issued at the close of 
the meeting merely stated that it had 
centred round the decline in commodity 
price levels and the instability of ex- 
change rates. The discussion will be con- 
tinued to-morrow.

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WARLIKE SCENES IN 
WASHINGTON. 


FIXED BAYONETS, TEAR- 
GAS AND TANKS. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 


XCITING scenes were witnessed ‘to-day, 

when the military had to be called 

out to evict the remnant of the “' bonus- 
marchers’ ” army from the capital. 

This drastic step was only taken when 
the police had failed to dislodge the war 
veterans, despite opening fire upon them. 

One of two wounded ex-Service men has 
died, and a constable seriously injured by 
a brick is reported to be in a critical con- 
dition. 

All available police were ordered to con- 
centrate on Pennsylvania avenue, the 
principal thoroughfare of the capital, 
when a detachment of the bonus-marchers, 
who for some weeks have been encamped 
in their thousands on waste ground and in 
derelict buildings in the city, came inte 
contact with the police. 


UGLY CLASHES. 


Several scuffles developed as the police 
attempted to dislodge them from Govern- 
ment property on Pennsylvania avenue, 
and by noon the situation was very 
threatening. : 

A party of ex-soldiers started pelting 
the police with bricks, and after one of 
their number had been seriously injured 
the pbdlice opened fire, wounding two. 
There was a number of ugly clashes 
between the rioters and the police before 
the military were asked for. 

Squadrons of cavalry rushed from Fort 
Myer, on the farther side of the Potomac 
River, in the direction of the White 
House, the residence of the President. 
They arrived to find the bonus army in a 
very angry mood as a result of being fired 
on. The massed police were having a 
desperate struggle to restrain the rioters. 

Within a short time there were 200 
cavalrymen, a machine-gun section, five 
tanks and a battalion of infantry concen- 
trated near the White House. 


THE ATTACK, 


The Secretary for War, Mr. Hurley, 
issued the following message to the general 
commanding:—‘‘ The President has in- 
formed me that the Civil Government of 
the District of Columbia reported that it 
was unable to maintain law and order. 
You will instruct United States troops to 
proceed immediately to the scene and co- 
operate with the police. Surround the 
affected area and clear it without delay. 
Use all humanity consistent with the due 
execution of this order.” 

With their swords drawn, cavalry 
trotted in squadron tine down the broad 
Pennsylvania avenue, to the cheers of the 
spectators. 

Near the area occupied by the bonus 
soldiers the cavalry halted and extended 
across the avenue, facing a body of a 
hundred ex-soldiers. The tanks. followed 
behind them, then another squadron cf 
cavalry, and last, a machine-gun troop. 

The rioters greeted the troops with cat- 
calls, cheers and boos. 

The machine-gun section then set their 
weapons in position opposite the buildings 
occupied by the bonus army, and some cf 
the roiters hastily picked up their bundles 
of belongings and departed. 

Others were defiant, and a self-ap- 
pointed leader shouted, “ Get down on 
your stomachs, boys.” 


ADVANCE UNPER GAS. 


After cavalry had cleared the pavements 
of Pennsylvania avenue of thousands of 
spectators a company of infantry with 
fixed bayonets and tin hats advanced at 
the double, and cleared a band of the 
bonus soldiers out of the occupied area, to 
the accompaniment of songs and cat-calls 
from the rioters. 


One group of bonus soldiers was driven | 
into a compact bunch, and refused to | 


move an inch, whereupon parties of in- 
fantry donned gas masks and hurled tear- 
gas bombs into the snarling, shouting 
mass, and drove them back. 

Soon a blue haze of tear-gas rose from 
the stronghold of the bonus army, amid 
the half-wrecked buildings they were oc 
cupying. 

Ex-soldiers, and even policemen, rushed 
away from the gas zone as the masked 
infantrymen advanced quickly. The fumes 
spread throughout the neighbourhood, 
and shops shut their doors and windows 
to keep out the gas. Many spectators and 
policemen retired frore the scene with 
streaming eyes. 

SHACKS SET ON FIRE. 

In a scene reminiscent of the Great War 
the extended line of infantry, followed by 
tanks, moved through the buildings, ad- 
vancing inexorably towards the last 
corner of the bonus army's. positions. 

Flames shot up from some temporary 
shacks and quickly spread, but the fire 
brigade was immediately called out and 
the danger was checked. 

The first phase of the “ war ” was over. 
The bonus soldiers had been cleared out vt 
the occupied area. 

The casualties so far are :—Veterans- - 
One shot dead. two shot and _ serious! 
wounded, three slightly gassed, and one 
gashed with a sabre. Federal forces—One 
policeman seriously wounded by a brick. 
two policemen slightly gassed, and one 
Army sergeant burned on the hand.

DOWNWARD trend continued in the 

shipping at the Port of Dublin 

yesterday, and anticipations are that 
to-day’s arrivals will be fewer. 

Coal imports are following the tendency 
of general cargoes, and within a few days 
may cease altogether from across Channel. 

Yesterday only three colliers entered 
the port with 1,400 tons, as against eight 
colliers on Wednesday with 2,400 tons. 
Only two colliers are, so far, advised for 
to-day. 

Five passenger and general cargo boats 
arrived, including one from Liverpool, 
with maize meal. 

Representatives of thirty-nine gas under- 
takings in the. Free State were received at 
the Ministry of Industry and Comm ee 
yesterday by Mr. Ferguson. They desired 
to point out the serious effects which 5s. 
tax on coal would have on their business, 
and they claimed to be exempted from the 
tax on the grounds of the public services 
which they rendered to. the community. 
Moreover, they stated that they had 
entered into long contracts. 

Mr. Ferguson promised to convey their 
representations to the Minister. 


INSURANCE AGAINST 
RIOT. 


—_—-e—_———-- 
ACTIVITY IN FREE STATE. 


It appears that within the last few days 
a considerable amount of business has been 
done in the way of insuring property 
against the risk of loss through riot or civil 
commotion, says an Jrish Times reporter. 
The rates demanded vary from 5s. to 10s. 
per cent., according to the kind of property 
concerned. 

A member of a prominent firm of insur- 
ance brokers stated yesterday that this 
class of risk is generally covered free of 
charge in English policies, but that it has 
not been so included in Irish policies in 
recent years. Now, however, it is being 
covered on the payment of a small extra 
premium. He did not consider that the 
rates now charged were very high, and he 
pointed out that during the civil war period 
they were as much as £4 or £5 per cent. 

The Press Association learns authori- 
tatively that property in the Free State 
valued at over £1,000,000 has been insured 
against the risk of “ riot and civil com- 
motion ” during the coming winter. It 
includes all types of business premises and 
private houses, and since the business 
could not be transacted by ordinary insur- 
ance companies, it has been carried out by 
underwriters. 

In view of the rush of applications for 

olicies, adds the Press Association, it has 
st found necessary to increase the 
rates, and in some cases the premiums 
have been doubled. The explanation 
given by clients to the underwriters for 
the sudden rush is the uneasiness that is 
felt throughout the Free State because of 
difficulties of tie economic situation and 
its possible consequences.

WATERFORD PORT.

DECLINE OF SHIPPING 
AND TRADE. 


The trade of Waterford port (says our 
local correspondent) has received a further 
hlow in yesterday’s announcement by the 
Clyde Shipping Company of the cancella- 
tion of the sailings. The steamer Tuskar 
arrived to-day with a small inward cargo, 
principally of flour on licence and sugar. 
Of the latter there were only eight tons. 
She will not sail according to her usual 
schedule on Saturday next for Liverpool. 
The return voyage from Liverpool to 
Waterford on the following Wednesday is 
also off. What will happen afterwards is 
uncertain. Meanwhile the Tuskar will 
remain tied up at Waterford, and it is 
understood that her crew will be paid off 
this morning. 

One boat from Glasgow to Waterford has 
also been cut off. This vessel used also to 
take. in Newhaven and Southampton. 
Already the Clyde Company have cancelled 
all sailings between Waterford and Bristol, 
and the steamship Skerries has been lying 
idle at Waterford for a fortnight, whilst 
her crew wander despondently about the 
streets or the now almost empty wharves. 

Unemployment has become acute, and 
the numbers on the Employment Exchange 
books are increasing daily. 

So far as the Clyde Company is con- 
cerned, there is only one ‘sailing weekly 
between Waterford and Liverpool instead 
of two. The like applies in the case oi 
Waterford and Glasgow, whilst Bristol is 
completely cut off. From next week 
onwards it is expected that the Great 
Western Company will reduce their sai!- 
ings between Waterford and Fishguard 
from three to two weekly. 

The only outward live-stock cargo 
carried by the steamship Great Western 
from Waterford to. Fishguard yesterday 
was 29 pigs.

A REMARKABLE series of discoveries made by excavators on the estate 
of Colonel Bayley, Ballinderry House, Moate, County Westmeath, 
is described to-day ‘by our special representative. 


The Viking sword which Colonel Bayley found four years ago has led 
to the unearthing of a curiously constructed house, a primitive harbour, a 
remarkable lamp, and a whole series of ornaments, utensils, implements of 
bronze and iron, and remains of animal bones, from which the experts hope 
to reconstruct an interesting chapter in our island story. 


WHAT THE SPADE REVEALED. 


. 


By Ovug SpPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 


The spade and pick-axe again have come 


to ‘the aid of historian and stientist, and 
another chapter has been added to the 


gradually accumulating store of our know- 
ledge of ancient Ireland and the world of 
which it formed a part. 

Four years ago Colonel Bayley, of Bal- 
linderry House, near Moate, County West- 
meath. made a remarkable “ find.” While 
supervising the deepening of a dyke that 
ent through the centre of a bog on his 


estate, he discovered a Viking sword, of 
excellent craftsmanship. This weapon now

years antiquaries and archzeologists have 
pondered, perhaps, as to how some long- 
dead Norseman or Dane came to leave his 
sword in a Westmeath bog.

Now, as the result of excavations carried 
out at the scene of the discovery—an ex- 
tensive artificial mound, or crannog, in 
the centre of a bog—the antiquaries’ 
questions can be answered, fully and cor- 
rectly.

portance. 


THE EXCAVATORS. 


The “ diggers '” who have laid bare these 
secrets of the past are two young Ameri- 
can men of letters. Dr. Hugh O'Neill 
Hencken, and Mr. H. L. Movius, both of 
Harvard University. Dr. Hencken, who 
is a direct descendant of the family from 
which sprang the famous Hugh O'Neill, 
Prince of Tyrone, has carried out severa! 
important excavations in various parts of 
the world, and is an author of some note. 
His companion has come direct to the 
present scene of cperations from Palestine.

The Ballinderry excavation, it must be 
added, is being conducted by Harvard 
University, on behalf and under the super 
vision of the National Museum of Íre 
tand, to which latter institution all 
“ finds ” will go. Operations commenced 
on June 10 last, when, with a staff of 
twenty-five men recruited locally, Dr.

ABANDONED. 


The excavations show that the original 
house in which they lived was abandoned 
a century or two after it was built, and, 
having been covered over with brushwood 
(some of which was woven into fascines, 
‘or wicker-work), a new building, much 
smaller and poorer, was erected, the 
builders using much of the old material, 
including portions of a canoe and paddles, 
in the reconstruction. There is also 
evidence of a third house having been 
constructed, while at one time fire 
apparently caused damage to the build- 
ing.

Never- 
theless, the “ finds ” up to the present 
Í have been so numerous and varied that it 
| will take months for biologists, anthro-

MOTOR TRADE’S 
ANXIETY. 


HOW CYCLES ARE 
AFFECTED. 


T appears that the 20 per cent. duty on 
won and steel, imposed under the 
Emergency (Imposition of Duties) Act, 

applies to motor cars and parts of motor cars 
which ate made of iron and steel.

“MOTOR AND PUSH-CYCLES. 

_ A prominent motor cycle and cyle trader 
in Dubhn imformed an Irish Times 
reborter that the twenty per cent. duty on 
iron and steel and articles made of iron and 
| steel applies also to motor cycles and push 
bicycles. There was already, he said, a 25 per 
cent. duty on assembled push bicycles, but 
the parts and accessories were allowed in duty 
free, consequently it was the practice to 
import parts and assemble the bicycles in 
Dublin and elsewhere in the Free State. 
Under the new emergency duties the 
passembled bicycle will be subiect to the 
old duty of 25 per cent., plus 20 per cent., 
and accessories and parts of push bicycles will 
be subject te a 20 per cent. duty. 

With regard to motor cycles, there was 
already, he said, a duty of 222-9ths on the 
machines and accessories. There is now a 
further duty of 20 per cent., making a total 
of 42 2-9 per cent.

BRULETTE’S CUP. 


From OUR TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 
GOUDW OOD, Thursday Night. 

HIS has been the worst day ever 
4% experienced at Goodwood. The rain 

gave mo respite, and the mist was so 
thick on the course half an hour before the 
time of the first race that it seemed possible 
it might not be run—or any race, for that 
matter. 

The first race, the Craven Stakes, was run 
in such conditions that it was only possible 
to see the horses when they were a hundred 
yards or so from the winning post. Then 
we saw Arena away out in front of Humerus 
(who started joint favourite with Heloise). 
the King’s coldt, Fox-Earth, Richtene, and 
Heloise. 

The conditions were slightly better when we 
came to the Goodwood Cup, and here we could 
see the horses when they came to the junction 
of the courses. In this race they run the reverse 
Way, so we saw them each time they were 
in the straight. There were only five runners. 
for Hill Cat was not saddled on account of 
the conditions, For some extraordinary reason 
Ut Majeur was favourite for a time, but was 
then joined by Brown Jack, with Brulette 
at a fraction Jonger odds. 

When they went out of view Mail Fist 
was doing his job as pacemaker for Brown 
Jack, who was lying second. When they 
came back out of the clouds Brown Jack 
was in front of Brulette, but two furlongs 
from home Brulette took it up, and she beat 
Sir Harold Wernher’s popular horse by four 


lengths.

‘full sister to that good colt in France, Hot- 
weed, She beat a lot of non-stayers in our Oaks 
last year, and after Lieut.-Colonel Birkin’s 
death she was sold to Lord Woolavington last 
May for, 1 believe, something like £3,000.
